About: ſome fourteer! wetkes fince the 
aid Maſter Minis, being at, dinner with 
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Do@our Peake and his Wife ; DoRour 
Peakes Wives Father, and another Widoyy. 
woman, by nameMiſtrisGeezthe Wife of the 
late Miniſter of Texterden, when after din- 
ner the DoRour falling into diſcouſe with 
his Wives father , uttered many baſe and 
ſcandalous ſpecches againſt the Stare; con- 
cerning the death of the late Earle of Straf- 
ford, and thenfell to diſcourle of the Parlia- 
ment, and the trained Bands of the City, 
his Wife ſaid they were a company of co- 
wardly fellowes, and he replied , that a 
Company of five hundred good Souldiers 
out of Jreland would quickely yanquiſh 
chem all, and put them to flight, and ſaid 
moreover, that it were a good deed to take 
the Lord Maior, the Sheriffes, and {ome of 
-* the Aldermen; with others of good ranke 
. and quality, and hange them up at their

Bur. now thankes 
be. given to the. Almighty God, the-times 
 arealtered, and the honourable Parliament 
have.made good and wholeſome orders, for

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the apprehending of Prieſts and lefuits, 
with promiſes to all ſuch as ſhall be the 
meanes of diſcovering of them, or any ſuch. 
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He aforementioned Relation was exadtly taken from 

Maſter Minos owne month, by the teftification of 
many ſufficient witneſſes, and now publiſhed ro the com- 
mon | $6048 of the world, to demonſtrate unto all the 
treacherous and Antichriſtian exoptations of the Canter- 
burian Dottonr : but I hope the Parliament will take
